„A matter of nearer and dearer interest has occupied 
the minds of the extreme or sei-disant * popular’ sec- 
tion of the Ilouse. @While all Melbourne was absorbed 
in a cricket match, a furious debate was taking place 
in the House on the motion of Mr. Barten that a sum 
of money should be placed on the estimates for the pay- 
ment of members. “The scene that ensued was in every 
respect worthy of the character of such a motion, The 
opposition offered by the decent portion of the House 
to so flagitions and scandalous a vote wrought 
the raging appetites of the other side té ‘nadness. All 
disguise as to the motives of the mover and bis friends 
was cast off. It was explicitly declared that the ‘popular’ 
members could not live without appropriating the public 
money. After repeated discussions, in which the reso- 
lution in favour of payment was several times carried, 
owing to the thinness of the House, a final vote decided’ 
by a majority of one, that the matter should be brought 
forward in the shape of a Bill. And there for the 
present it ends—there is good reason to believe, finally. 
The public out of doors have been almost unanimous in 
condemning the principle of payment of members, 
especially in the form in which that principle has been 
introduced. 

“In a fit of prodigality the Assembly have, in one 
night, voted £50,000 for providing a system of water 
supply to the gold fields, and £30,000 for prospecting 
Both votes were carried against Ministers, through a 
combination of the mining members with the ' Corner’ 
and Mr. ()’Shaughnessy's following. 


“A motion, brought forward by Mr. O' Shaugbnessy, for- 


the appropriation of £50,000 towards assisting female 
immigration to this colony has met with less favour. 
After a long debate, in which the real merits of the case 
were made subservient to sectarian or political feelings, 
the vote was negatived by a majority of thirty-eight to 
twenty-five. 

No action has yet been taken by this colony in re- 
gard to the propositions of the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company for a change in the mail route. The public 
feeling is, however, ‘strong in favour of the fortnightly 
line via Galle, even though Victoria should have to pay 
the whole colonial subsidy. The Sydney Chamber of 
Commerce have refused to entertain the new proposal, 
as tending, in their opinion, to interfere with their pros- 
pects of the Panama line.” 

OUR TRADE WITH JAPAN. 

The official papers just published bring us intelligenec 
from Japan down to January 7, The news is not en- 
couraging with regard to the prospects of trade. The 
Government, it is said, keep up all the outward ap- 
pearances of a desire to give execution to the treaties, 
while their acts leave no doubt whatever o1 a hostile 
animus. On the other hand, the disposition of the people 
in ge remains most amicable. They are so 2 
tered, however, by municipal and other regulations of a 
severe character, that it is almost impossible to estab- 
lish communication with them. 

No respectable persons of education are allowed to 
hold intercourse with foreigners unless specially em- 
ployed by the Government for that purpose. In Jeddo 
the diplomatic representatives themselves are liable to 
insult from officers of the State; in Kanagawa fo- 
reigners are murdered, and in Ilakodadi and Nagasaki 
their houses are broken into, and the property of the 
merchants, even in shipment and landing, is dar- 
ingly pilfered, the authorities taking no measures cither 
for prevention or punishment. Incendiary fires also 
are of constant occurrence, and in the last instance 
£50,000 of British aud American property was con- 
sumed or plundered, the police present being themselves 
engaged in stealing. “ With a perpetual menace of as- 
sassination on the one hand, and incendiarism on the 
other, while earthquakes almost every week shake the 
houses to their foundations,’ the post of diplomatic agent 
at Jeddo is described to be a serious trial, even for 
those of the most bold and sanguine temperament. The 
understanding that a powerful European expedition is 
about to visit China to compel good faith in that quar- 
ter jis believed to have uced some effect in exciting 
the fears of the Government ; but if this expedition is 
not vigorously conducted, the result in Japan will, of 
course, be to increase the determination to get rid of us. 
Mr. Rutherford Alcock, the British Consul-General, 
seems from the first to have pursued a course of great 
but not undignified, forbearance, and occasionally to 
have produced by this means a disposition to good 
conduct on the part of the officials, All such manifes- 
tations, however, are temporary, and on a recent occa- 
sion, in laying before the Government a recapitulation 
of their misdeeds and disregard of the treaty stipulations, 
he was led to hint that force might ultimately have to 
be employed. The home Government, while approving 
his general eedings, dissented from this, In a dis- 
patch dated the 28th of February last, Lord J. Russell 
regretted that any threat of war had been resorted to,

be returned possibly to the some districta to-morrow ; 
and having explained the theory of commerce, which 
lies at the base of all currencies, that they are con- 
densed modes of exchanging commodities, he ed 
to declare the determination of Government todo nothing 
in the proposed changes which could by any possibility in- 
vol ve any breach of faith through which the public could 
suffer loss by the adoption of any change in standard or 
tem. He illustrated the enormous development of In- 
dian commerce from the returns, which showed that 
whilst the average importation of bullion for the years 
1836-40 was £4,000,000, the average of the last four years 
was nearly £12,000,000, and that this was all required 
for the coinage was proved by its being taken to the 
mint for conversion, though there was a charge of 3 
per cent. upon the coinage.

Ile then 
developed the Governmental scheme of paper cur- 
rency, the leading points to be secured by which 
were, Ist, absolute convertibility; 2nd, due limi- 
tation of the issues, The outline of the provisions of 
the bill are 
That there shall be an absolutely convertible paper 
currency, in the form of notes of Rs. 5, 10, 20, 50. 100, 
500, and 1,000 each. 

That these notes shall be made a legal tender as 
between individuals, and receivable in payment of 
revenue and all demands of Government. 

That the issue shall be by the agency of commis- 
sioners in Calcutta, Bombay, and Madras, fully em- 
powered, bound to observe the regulations laid down, 
and released from all obligation to obey in this respect 
any other commands than those of the Legislative 
Council. That there shall be a division of all India 
into circles, each presided over by a deputy commis. 
sioner at the central town of each circle. The notes 
all to be manufactured in Calcutta, and the notes of 
each circle to be at all times convertible into specie at 
the treasury of the circle, and also at the Presidency. 
The commissioner in Calcutta will despatch notes to 
the districts for distribution to the public in exchange 
for silver. 

That every commissioner shall retain at all timer, 
and under secure chques to ensure it, one-third the 
amount of the notes issued by him in silver, and the 
remaining two-thirds in public securities, 

The whole was described as being a secure and self. 
acting system, based upon the issue department of the

We should value science as 
ennobling our nature, literature as poe ye — taste, and the 
11 our comforts, and ld furnish our 
minds with all useful information from the best sources. 
The laure! of the warrior is stained with blood, and his path 
is marked by desolation. The conquests of the man of 
science are more honourable and pure—his path is like the 
fert “sing river, whieh covers the earth with riches, 
and adorns it with beauty. But, though knowledge 
is power, it is power for either good or evil. With- 
out Christianity asa regulating principle, it is like building 
ships of the most approved construction, and send 
adrift on the boundless, billowy ocean, without a chart or 
acompass. The anatomist as he explores the wonders of the 
human frame, the phil as he penetrates the secret 
laws of nature, the astrondmer as he traces the harmonious 
movements of the heavenly bodies, the historian as he follows 
the course of time and marks the rise and fal! of nations, each 
in turn may Le blind to the hand that formed, and which guides 
all material things. But a Christian is, the highest style 
of man, and Christianity numbers among its most devout 
disciples many to whom science has awarded its most dis- 
tinguished honours. Newton, whose star-like spirit shot 
athwart the darkness of the sphere, studied the Divine Word 
with the modesty of true genius, and the humility of a 
Christian. Bacon, the great confidant of natare, drank deep 
at the font of human learning, vet was too wise not to know 
his weakness, and too philosophic not to feel his ignorance. 
Milton, who rose on angel-wing to Heaven, and like the 
eagle soared out of sight amid the music of his 
vrateful piety. Locke, whose pure philosophy only 
taught him to adore its source, and whose warm love of 
genuine liberty was never chilled into rebellion against its 
author, These and many others. having trod the cirele of 
the sciences, betook themselves with child-like simplicity 
tothe Bible. Knowledge isa noble arch, but the knowledge 
ofthe Word of God is the key-stone of that arch. There is 
more solid worth in the knowledge of Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified, than in all the science ever grasped by the mind 
of man. Science flourished in the world before the comin 
of the Saviour; yet they were capable of all the vices whic 
degrade humanity. The Greeks were the most refined peo- 
ple the world ever saw ; their language was the most beau- 
tiful, subtle, and powerful that ever flowed from the human 
tongue, they have embalmed in their records the finest 
specimens of philosuphy, poetry, oratory. history, biogra- 
— ., yet their greatest wise men bad miserable con- 
ceptions of God, He permitted that nation, which had car- 
ried human wisdom to its utmost height, to be the theatre in 
which the most foolish idolatry was acted, to show how far 
the wing of unaided reason can soar, and how essential for 
man is a revelation from on high. Philosophy could discover 
the malady, but in its brightest age could never di cover the 
remedy, The atoics tell us to bear with patience 
the ills of life; the epicireans to eat, drink, and be merry, 
like the beasts that perish. Aristotle writes—*“ Meanly | 
came into the world, in anxiety I have lived in it, in pertur- 
bation I depart.” Far from this was the language of St, Pau! 
when about to suffer the martvr's death and lay hold on the 
martyr's crown. The lecturer then beautifully illustrated 
Christianity as a religion of light and love, and said, but for 
that grace which knows no bounds in earth or heaven, we 
might still havebeen in darkness, offering bloodstained sacrifices 
in our gloomy groves and high places of idolatry; we migh« 
have been located in desert lands and uncultivaied wastes 
where the soft hand of civilisation had not smoothed away 
the rngged features of unmitigated barbariem; we might 
have been in the condition of those barbarous hordes who 
overran the foirest European kingdoms, who poured like a 
winter torrent through the strects of Rome, and devastated 
every province washed by the Mediterranean. Í hev massacred 
their hostages as well as their captives, Such might we have 
been, but for the humanising and softening influence of 
Christianity. Westand above unuumbered millions in the 
dispensation of the gifts of rovidence, and in the outpour 
ings upon us of the glorious gifts of grace. We are part of 
the empire of Bible truth and Gospel tidings—an empire 
favoured by God with every instance of His regard, honoured 
by Him as nation never was before, as the depository of Hix 
truth, the disseminator of Ilie Word. Mr. S. then mentioned 
the interference of Providence in the case of the lovincible 
Armada: that in Donaparte’s time, when almost every other 
land in Europe was invaded, no enemy was suffered to set 
foot on our favoured land. In 1818, when the neighbouring 
nations were all convulsed, she sat serene, the ()ueen of the 
ocean, the Hible her strength and stay. We read of Troys 
palladium, which fell from heaven, and of the military 
shield which protected ancient Rome. but the Bible 
is the true palladium of TIiritain, and so long as 
it is taken as her guide, and its Author looked up to 
for direction, so long shall she be happy and glorious. 
The lecturer showed, fron the heathen idols that man is a 
religious animal—that, ignorant and brutalised as he may. be, 
he still vields the acknowledgment that there is a God, ana 
when Ile has not leit himee!f without witness in the heart of 
the barbarian, it behoves His peo ile to do all they can to 
rescue those who are willing to wership some God from the 
worship of Satan to that of the true God; that 600,000,000 
of —— ein ners, formed for an eternity of weal or woe. 
have not one ray of the only light that can teach a sinner his 
ruin and redemption, his (jod and his Saviour, hie hope and 
his happiness, If this immense multitude were collected in 
one vast plain, and = as close to each other as they 
could stand, they would form a mass of human beings 100 
miles long, and ene mile broad, It is the duty of Christians 
to pity them, as the Lord pitied us in our low estate, and en- 
deavour to communicate to them the knowledge of the 
only true God, and Jesus Obrist whom Ile hath sent, 
then spoke of the fall, the great atonement, and the struggles 
of the first propagators of Christianity against all that was 
ancient, mighty, and revered in the world ; but that they bore 
the victorious banner of the Cross, with face of flint and bheart 
of adamant, into the territories of the god of this world, and 
wrenched his usurped authority from his grasp, delivering 
men from the bondage of sin and Satan into the glorious li- 
berty of the children of God, till the imperial eagle struck to 
the superior power of the Cross of Christ, and in the city 
where the flag of the Casares waved the flag of Calvary was 
unfurled, the idol temples were forsaken, and the fires went 
out upon their altars. For three centuries after the national 
confession of Christianity, under Constantime, the visible 
church was extending; but, alas she halted in her glorious 
career—went into winter quarters; her own temporal aggran- 
disement oceupied her thoughts; the love of the truth gave 
place to a relish for lying legende-—the enemy retook many 
of the fortresses he had lost—darkness covered the earth 
and gross darkness the people. The lecturer then gave an 
eloquent description of the glorious era of the Reformation, 
which scattered the darkness that had long brooded over 
Europe. That now, after long slamber, the Church of 
Christ is awakening to the primitive zeal of the first cen- 
turies, Like the ecliptic, Christian stations girdle the globe, 
as with a sun-track, with a belt of ever-spreading splendour, 
Holy and devoted men are in every region under heaven, 
braving pestilence and famine, and the cruelties of sav 
tribes, declaring with their lips the glorious (Gospel of the 
leased (od, and in their lives, by well-doing, putting to 
silence the ignorance of fooli#h men. The enemies to be 
overthrown are mighty where only evil passions thrive, ane 
crime and cruelty abound, the conflict is long and the di- 
culties are great, but the issue is sure and glorious. It is 
said that nature has given nothing to mortals without 
great labour. ‘Those islands which so beautifully adorn 
the Pacific, and which, but for sin, would seem ao 
many Edens, were reared from the bed ef the ocean 
by the littl coral insect which deposits one 
grain of sand at a time till the whole of these 
piles are reared up, ao the greatest results are produced by 
small but continued exertions. The lecturer then spokeofthe 
triumph of the Gospel in various parts—that it has softened 
original ferocity, abolished the worship of vindictive and 
sanguinary deities, and ameliorated the condition of society, 
diffusing through all its ranks a spirit of philanthropy and 
benevolence. One of the greatest boons Christianity has 
conferred on society has been the elevation of the gentle 
sex to be loved and respected. Females among Moslem or 
Ileathen nations are either toys or drudges, considered as an 
inferior race, and not permitted to share in the social plea- 
sures and converse of their lords. That revolution 
which raised woman from the rank of man's slave to 
that oí his friend and companion, which unfolded all the 
tenderness and strength her nature by proclaiming her 
an heir of immortality and a daughter of lleaven, is one of 
the most momentous ever achieved. it has made her a 
help meet for an, his better genius, to wean him from 
viee and allure bim to virtue. That gentle and devoted 
kindoess in which lies the secret of her influence is but the 
reflection of the universal benevolence which Christianity 
inculcates. ‘The true character of woman is unknown, her 
rights are unacknowledged beyond the boundaries of 
Christianity.

matter. Hie father and grandfather filled a large 
vicarage in the West of Ireland, and, from the age of 
twenty-one to twenty-three, he himself was an Inspector 
under the Church Education Society, prior to being 
ordained in England, and ultimately being called 
„under patronage of high order to the vicarage of an 
important and populous parish,” the said parish being 
St. Paul in Cornwall! and the patronage that of the 
Lord Chancellor! His advice, also, to the Irish clergy 
is “Join the National Board.” Then, on the other side, 
we have Bishop O’Brien, of Ossory, reiterating, in the 
dignity of a lofty consistency, the great principles which 
have actuated career, and manfully avowing his 
continued adhesion to them, despite the example set by 
the defection of others. i 
Other circumstances, too, have assisted in imparting 
to the question an altered phase. It is impossible, in 
the ordinary course of things, that thirty years should 
pass without involving many changes. Nota few of 
those who, in 1832, made a bold stand against Secretary 
Stanley’s scheme asa discreditable concession to Rome 
and a national insult to God's Word, have made wa 
for others who have neither felt so strongly as they did, 
nor were prepared to take up their liabilities or follow 
them in their great self-denial. Nor has the óg is 

iey oí a former Government in regard to the distri- 
— of patronage been without its effect. It is 
alleged, moreover, that the comparative superiority of 
the National Schools has placed the Protestant chil- 
dren at a disadvantage, and that this consideration 
is largely influencing the clergy in the matter. ' There 
might be some weight in this. But unless the Nationa! 
Schools have made very considerable progress since 
the last Parliamentary Committee sat, this superiority 
has na very extensive existence, at least in the Roman 
Catholic districts. At that time both National and 
Church Schools seem to have been in pretty much the 
same circumstances. In the towns and cities education 
was toleratly efficient in both. In the rural districts it 
was, as might be expected by any one who knows much 
of Ireland, very interior. One of the Head Inspectors 
of the Nati Board himself stated, that as to the 
generality of rural National Schools, worse could hardly 
be met with than those which had fallen under his 
own observation. Yet even he admitted that the 
reports of his brother Inspector were yet more un- 
favourable than his een. The Church Education So- 
ciety have great difficulties to contend with, as a mat- 
ter of course, from the the lack of funds, while 
the Board Schools have a proportionate advantage 
in the assistance of Government. But this does not of 
necessity ensure superior efficiency, for it will often 
happen that the local receipt from the Parliamentary 
fund is more than counterbalanced by the active sceal 
and watchful superintendence of the clergyman. In 
addition to all these influences in favour of the Board 
must be added that which is the natural result of a 
long and wearisome conflict. The clergy have held out 
valiantly, and submitted to painful sacrifices, believing 
that some relaxation would ultimately be made in the 
Government conditions. This is now hopeless, After 
the Primate’s letter the Irish Executive will be more 
inexorable than ever. The question is thus forced upon 
the clergy, and is probably earnestly debated at this 
moment from one end of Ireland to the other, What 
isto be done ?” It is impossible that the Archbishop's 
altered opinions should be without considerable in- 
fluence. His exalted position, and the place he has oc- 
cupied in the affections of Irish I’rotestants and in the 
councils of the Education Society, secure that. Hut., 
after all, the real question is, whether his advice—given, 
we are sure, with the most thorough conscientiousness, 
—is in itself sound and worthy of adoption. The quar 
ter whence it comes entitles it to respectful attention, 
but it does not necessarily guarantee the wisdom and 
lawfulness of sacrificing a great principle; for that is 
the course which the Archbishop recommends. 

One thing is clear on the face of it. It surrenders 
the ground on which for nearly thirty years the clergy 
have reated their opposition to the National Board. The 
Board itself have relaxed no rule, have made no conces- 
sion, nor offered terms of compromise. We do not say 
that concessions are never righteous and expedient, 
or that to recede from a position previously — up, 
even on good grounds, is always unadvisable, Every 
thing depends on the principles at stake. If these are 
vital, then nothing whatever can warrant the surrender 
of them. Now the Church Education Society and the 
clergy in Ireland have maintained that instruction in 
God's Word is such an essential part of school education, 
that to displace it or put it aside out of regard to the 
demands of the Romanist is to be guilty of unfaithfulness 
to God and man. They have therefore refused to join 
the National Board, not in a spirit of factious opposition 
to the Government, but from an imperative sense of 
duty. They would not because they dared not. They 
will not submit to have the lips of their teachers and 
thomselves padlocked on the subject of religion during 
school hours by a Government rule. This being so, 
has anything lately occurred to alter this position“ 
Have the principles of right and wrong changed since 
i832? Are the regulations and restrictions of the 
Board what they were? If so, then for the clergy now 
to join the Board and consent to be fettered by its 
rules is to edmit that for thirty years they have been in 
the wrong, and that it was a grand mistake which they 
made when they believed that those rules demanded the 
sacrifice of a sacred and vital principle. Moreover, the po- 
sition of the Primate of Ireland involves the following diffi- 
culty. If it be right for poor schools to join the Board, it 
must be right for all schools. If the fundamental point 
be yielded as no longer fundamental, and the concession 
be a lawful one, what should hinder all the clergy, with- 
out exception, taking the Government grants? This 
is the view of the question taken by Bishop O'Brien. 
As to Mr. Garrett's pretentious address, its plausibility 
arises altogether from a partial and one-sided exposition 
of the facts. He would fain have us believe that the 
Board rules are not only not so bad as they were alt 
first believed to be, but that they have been greatly 
modified for the better; and that the clergy have 
really nothing to complain of after all, even in regard 
to restriction on the use of the Scriptures! In fact, they 
have been altogether mistaken in the matter. If this 
be the case, how came the acute Archbishop of Dublin 
and his co-Protestant Commissioner to resign their 
ats at the Board? Were they also labouring under a 
mistake ? 
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AGuICULTÚURAL Prosreets IN Betrast.—After a 
season of unusual protracted § severity, which has 
greatly retarded the labours of the field, and naturally 
caused considerable apprehension on the part of the 
farming interest, it would seem that the genial in- 
fluences of Spring have at last assumed their beneficent 
sway. Of this the flelds and the hedgerows present 
evident tokens; the grass is springing up rapidly and 
luxuriantly, and the trees and shrubs are changing 
their sombre hue to one of vernal beauty. During the 
last few days, the weather has been all that could be 
desired; the sun shone out pleasantly, and the air was 


quite mild. All the resources of the farmer are now 
called forth in order to get in the seed, and fleld-work 
goes on briskly. All kinds of crop are behind-hand 
this season, and many have expressed themselves 
. na to their prospects. ut we bid them 
Hope on, hope ever.” In former years, many similar 
fears existed, and yet we have always found enough and to 
spare, save in extreme cases, from the produce of our well- 
cultivated and fruitful soil. That it will be so this 
year we have no reason to doubt. The appearance of 
the young wheat is much better than could have been 
expected under the circumstances. The braird is gen- 
erally even, and, favoured by warm sunny weather, 
which we are likely to have now, we have no doubt it 
will quickly become strong and healthy. We cannot 
of any other crop as yet, but we E. soon to be 
le to speak more favourably of all descriptions, The 
searcity of fodder has been greatly felt by the farmer 
this season, and it is many years since all kinds of 
feeding-stufls were bringing such a high figure. This 
want is not confined to our own locality, but extends 
over Ireland. Last week, we had a visit in this town 
from a number of farmers in county Derry, who bought 
all the hay in Smithfield market at 6s. 10d. per ewt, 
and sent it home per rail. The prices this week are at 
least ls. per owt, higher. Turnips were so much in- 
jured by the frost during the winter that whole flelds of 
them were rendered valueless. Those who are so for- 
tunate as to have anything suitable disposable for feed- 
ing purposes meet eager purchasers and good prices. — 
Kelfast News-Letter.

They announce that the state of affairs in 
Roumelia causes the Ministers no little uneasiness 
flamail Pacha, the commander-in-chief of the army in 
that province, has applied for considerable reinfor 
ments, which are to be sent as soon as possible, When 
they have arrived, the army there will comprise 65 
battalions of infantry, besides cavalry and artillery. The 
Government has also determined to send a high com- 
missioner to Roumelia, with full power to make a 
thorough inquiry, with a view to remedy grievances 
and prevent abuses. The Government is continuing its 
efforts to withdraw the caimes trom circulation, and 
above 400 millions of these notes have been already 
burnt. The extra tax laid on houses in the Turkish 
capital meets with much resistance, especially from the 
ambassadors, who declare that they cannot force the 
suljects of their respective States to pay it, since they 
are exempt by treaty. The army has received its pay 
for December last, owing to the untiring exertions of 
Riza-Pacha. This functionary had been sent for by the 
Sultan, and remained in conference two hours. The 
Sultan is said to be dissatisfied with the Grand Vizier, 
and a change of Ministry,is expected very shortly.
